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Militarization of 
outer space should 
not be allowed 

The Soviet Union proposes 
that the 36th session of the UN 
General Assembly should dis- 
cuss the conclusion of s treaty 
banning the deployment ol 
weapons of any types In outer 
apace, writes Andrei Gromyko, 
Mlnlslet of Foreign Affairs of 
the USSR, tn his letter to the 
UN Secretary -General. 

At the very dawn of Ihe 
apace era tn 1958, tho USSR 
proposed at the UN to ban the 
use ot space tor military pur- 
poses. Ovei the years that fol- 
lowed, It has Dfieu Invariably 
coming out in favour of spaca 
being made exclusively a sphe- 
re of peaceful cooperation. 

Recently, there has been a 
growing danger that outer space 

will be mil-tartzed. 

The Soviot Union believes 
that tbls should not be allowed. 
It Insists that space should re- 
main free and clear from any 
weapons, and that It should not 
become a new arena for the 
arms race ot a source of grow- 
ing tensions m relations be- 
tween states. In the opinion of 
Ihe USSR, these aims will be 
advanced oy a conclusion of an 
international Iroaly to ban the 
deployment of any types of 
woapona In outer Bpace.

Naturally fhe Pentagon justifies 
ts mlllfary programmes, tnclud- 
ng those In space, by the need 
o counter fhe "Soviet threat", 
including (he Soviet space 
threat. But, as fhe Pentagon Is 
well aware, the real goal In this 
■rea. Just as Is the cue wiih 
neutron weapons or any other 
weapons system, Is to achieve 
military superiority. According 
fo Graham, superiority In space 
cbuld have critical Importance. 


the ASEAN countries, Japan, 
the USA, Australia and New 
Zealand directed against the 
the Soviet Union and Vietnam, 
Kuala Lumpur and Manila, how- 
ever, supported a search for a 
peaceful resolution to the prob- 
lems of South-East Asia. 

The Chlr.ese premier also had 
three days ol talks In Singapore 
with the country's prime min- 
ister Lee Kuan Yew. As on his 
preceding visits, discussion was 
concentrated on operations by 
subversive groupings in the re- 
gion, supported by Peking. 
Speaking on behair of ASEAN, 
Lee Kuan Yew claimed that 
China must withdraw Its sup- 
port for these groupings. 


The history of ihe post-war 
arms race shows that the op- 
ponents have been running very 
doso In the military technology 
race, maintaining an appro- 
ximate parity— but al an Increas- 
jngly higher level. If Is point- 
less to raise this level to cosmic 
proportions. 

The Americans speculate on 
ihe use of their "superior space 
technology". With regard fo fhe 
present Soviet proposals con- 
cerning demilitarization of space, 
If will most probably be said 
that they are nel beneficial to 
the American side. But the coun- 
try which initiated fhe space age 
by sending up the first Sputnik

MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


On June IG, 1981, lhe Soviet 
Union and the Democratic Re- 
public of Afghanistan signed a 
treaty denoting lhe common 
border from the Wc-at hank ol 
the Zorkut Lake as far as the 
Povalo-Shvelkovsky peak, where 
the frontiers ol the USSR, the 
Democratic Republic of Afghan- 
istan and China meet. The treaty 
has given legal formalization to 
the existing, already guarded, 
line of the Sovlet-Atghan border 
In tills sector. 

Peking has objected to this 
treaty, and on July 22 this year 
a spokesman for China's Foreign 
Ministry made a statement daim- 
tno the Soviet- Afghan document 
was "Illegal” and “Invalid" since 
It affected the so-called 'de- 
puted area of the Slno-Soviet 
border tn the Pamirs", the latter 


being a fabrication emanating 
from Peking. 

For many years now ttie 
Chinese government lias been 
creating the impression that 11 
has grounds (based, 11 is said, on 
a treaty) to lay claim to part ol 
the Soviet Pamirs. Such grounds 
have never existed. The frontier 
In this sector was formed his- 
torically and was given legal 
formalization In 1894 exchange 
of roles when both sides agreed 
"not lo advance beyond the posi- 
tions which they occupied" along 
the Sarykolsky ridge In the

And, of course, the lender and courageous prince Sieg- 
fried from “Swan Lake", 

When and how did Chichinadze become a chorcographerl It all 
started In Ibe 8th form of the Moscow School of Choreography, 
I where he was a student. One day, during a music lesson, of which 
he was par llc.uleily fond, Pyotr Gusev, a teacher of classical dance, 
came lo see him. "Do you understand what you are playing?", he 
asked the boy who was practising Llszl's "NoUtirno". “Of course," 
Chichinadze replied. "And con you visualize this music in dance?' 1 
"Yes," was Ihe answer. "I will give you Ihree days lo think aboul 
M". And so Chlcbinadze’i Ural work, io Ihe music of Llszl, was 
bom In Ihree days. 

Following Ihe advice of Rostislav Zakbarov, the well-known So- 
viet choreographer, Chichinadze, while continuing his work In Ihe 
theatre. began lo study al the choreography department of the 
Lunacharsky Slate Institute of Dramatic Arl. 

From 198? to 1071 Alexei Chichinadze worked as chief choreo- 



grapher io Warsaw's Bolshoi Theatre, at Ihe theatre's Invitation. 
He then became chief rhoroographer of the Moscow Stanislavsky 
and Nemirovich-Danchenko Musical Theatre. Some of Cblchlnadze's 
works are danced al the Komtacho Oper, In Berlin.
